Three hundred 
and fiftv casps of 50 pounds each of 
40 per cent, dvnamite, the product of 
the |Trbjan 'Powder Company, was 
used.

The holes were about G inches 
in diameter and 60 feet deep, the drill- 
Ing of which required many we-sk's 
work.

Many women feel as Nan did; hut if 


eilver is cleaned regularly, little time 
or effort is required to keep It bright 
and lustrous. The office of homy eco- 
nomics of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture gives the follow- 
ing directions on the cure of silver: 


Causes of Tarnish. 


The tarnish on silver is sivor sul- 


phide, and is clue to the sulphur com- 
pounds in the air where coal and gas 
ore burned, and also in many foods, 
in 
wool, in rubber, and 
in some 


bleached and djed materials. 


Tins is the reason silversmiths rare- 


ly, if ever, use white cotton flannel 
for their cases of silver. Dryness pre- 
vents tnrnish somewhat; so camphor, 
which absorbs moisture, is sometimes 
put into the silver drawer. Silver may 
be cleaned by the use of certain pow- 
ders, pastes, and cloths, which clean 
by friction, by boiling It in a strong 
alkaline solution, or by a proces's 
known as electrolysis. 


Hie materials which clean by fric- 


tion arc whiting, jewelers' rouge, and 
commercial pastes or powders. Tho 
noncommercial powders are mixed to 
9 paste with water, ammonia, or al- 
cohol, rubbed on tho silver, allowed

to dry, and then polished off with a 
soft cloth, chamois, or a brush. The 
result is bright, lustrous silver. Pre- 
pared cloths, soltl under various tru'le 
names., also clean by friction. 
They 


are usually cotton flannel treated with 
a cleaning mixture, arid are convenient 
but sometimes relathely expensive. 


The alkaline solution for cleaning 


silver is made by dissolving four tea- 
spoons borax, three teaspoons wash- 
Ing soda, or two teaspoons lye (caustic 
soda) in one quart water. 
The sil- 


ver is placed in an old kettle or pan, 
covered with this solution, boiled for 
10 minutes, and cooled in the water. 


The Electrolytic Method. 


One method of removing tlie tarnish 


from silver by electrolysis is the fol- 
lowing: 


Fill nn enameled or agateware ket- 


tle partly full of water in which has 
been dissolved one teaspoon of either 
\\aching soda or linking soda and one 
teaspoon snlt to each quart of water. 
Ileat this solution to the boiling point, 
put in strips of aluminum or brisht 
?.lnc. mid UK* tarnished siher, and boil 
It. 
The siher must be covered com- 


pletely by the water, and each piece 
must lie in contact with the aluminum 
or the 7.inc, either directly or through 
other silver. 
When the tarnish haa 


disappeared the silver should be re- 
moved from the kettle, washed, and 
dried with a clean, soft cloth. 
An 


aluminum kettle may be used, but it 
goon corrodes and must be cleaned, 
as only a clean, bright kettle serves 
the purpose. The zinc also grows dull 
and then is less active. 
It may be 


cleaned, however, in water containing 
a little hydrochloric (muriatic) acid, 
which is very poisonous and must be 
handled with extreme care. 


Silver cleaned either In an alkaline 


Bolutlon or by electrolysis lacks lus- 
ter, which cleaning by friction gives. 
It may be made bright, however, by a

INCLUDE VEGETABLES 


IN THE WINTER DIET 


Necessary During Cold Weather 


as Well as Summer. 


Tired-Out Feeling Which Many People 


Have at End of Winter Comes 


From Lack of Supply of Gar- 


den Truck and Fruits. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 


ment of Agriculture.) 


Vegetables should be freely included 


in the winter diet as well as in the 
summer one. 
Doctors say that thbt 


tired-out feeling which many people 
have at the end of winter—"spring 
fever"—often comes from a lack of 
fruits and vegetables in the winter 
diet. 
Plenty of vegetables keep the 


children well and make their meals 
more appetizing. Vegetables mashed 
and put through a sieve are more eas- 
ily digested by little children. 


Salts of many kinds are needed by 


the body, or it will not work smoothly. 
Vegetables and fruit are rich in them 
and if you eat a variety you are sure 
to get all the kinds of salt you need. 


When the water in which vegetables 


are cooked is thrown away, valuable 
salts are often wasted. Sometimes the 
flavor is not desirable, but if it is good 
save this water for soup or gravy. 
An even better process is to cook the 
vegetables in as little water as pos- 
sible so there is none left to drain off, 
or bake or steam it. Canned and dried 
vegetables often need only 
skillful 


seasoning to make them taste as good 
a.s the fresh variety. 


Canned corn is very good when 


turned into a baking dish with the ad- 
dition of milk and seasoning added, 
heated through in the oven, "and al- 
lowed to brown on top. Outsido stalks 
of celery, a green pepper, or both, 
chopped and added before baking, will 
vary the flavor of the dish. 


Spinach Loaf. 


A small can of spinach, chard, or 


beet tops, combined with rice or bread 
crumbs, will serve seven or eight peo- 
ple If It is made into a loaf. Aspara- 
gus or string beans are also good 
served in this way: 
2 cupfuls cookfd lima beans. 
1 can chopped spinach 
4 cupfuls boiled rice 
2 cupfuls white sauce. 
1 red pepper 


Make n thick white sauce of two 


cupfuls of milk, four tablespoonfuls 
of flour, four tablespoonfuls of butter, 
and one teaspoonful of salt. 
Melt 


salt and mix with flour, add to milk 
and stir over the fire until it thickens. 
Mix with the rice, chopped spinach 
and pepper. 
Form into a loaf and 


bake 20 or 30 minutes. 


Investigations with dried vegetables, 


which have been conducted in tho ex- 
perimental 
kitchen of 
the 
United 


States 
Department of Agriculture, 


show that provided the dried vegeta- 
bles are of good quality they are quite 
as satisfactory when they are cooked 
without previous soaking, as when 
soaked, and oftentimes better.

RUSTIC BIRO HOUSES. 


The bird cabin In Fig. 1 has a box 


foundation. 
The box will make a 


strong structure and water-tight walls, 
whereas a great deal ol chinking and 
rechinking of the spaces between the 
logs would be necessary if the box 
were not used. 


A starch box may be used for the 


sabin's base. 
Cut the gable ends * to 


lap and project about an inch. Fig. 3 
shows how to notch the sides of each 
log at the points of crossing, so the 
ends will interlock. 
At the doorway 


fill in a thin piece of wood bent to ex- 
tend around the opening for jambs to 
butt the short logs against, and tack 
through this frame into the short-log 
ends. 


Cover the roof with pieces of bark 


and fasten a branch along the peak for 
a ridgepole 
The bird cabin should 


have a rustic post support, as is sug- 
gested in Fig. 1. 


A log about two feet in length is re- 


quired for the house in Fig. 4. A cav- 
ity must be hollowed out in this of the 
form of a woodpecker's hole. Figs. 5 
and 6 show how to do this by baling 
the log in half lengthwise, then goug- 
ing one-half of the hoJe out of each 
half. After cutting the hole and the 
entrance opening, nail the halves to- 
gether, saw off the top on a slant and 


Bt upon the box ends, and the two 
sides of the roof to fit tho gable ends, 
and fasten all together. 
If the cabin 


(8 intended for wrens, cut a seven- 
°ighth-inch doorway; if for bluebirds, 
cut a one and one-half-inch doorway. 


Gather slender, straight sticks for 


logs. Cut these into side and end logs 
of the right length, so when laid up 
against the box Walls their ends will 


iiall a short board to it for a roof This 
house may be strapped to a tree trunk. 


The rustic ark in Fig. 7 is built 


upon a foundation made as shown in 
Fig. 8. Round the tops of the uprights 
and fasten these pieces to the base- 
board an inch from the ends. The root 
is made of bark. If possible, strip this 
from a log in one piece. If you cannot 
do this, roof over the framework with 
thin wood from berry boxes, then 
fasten pieces of bark upon it. 
The 


ends and the bottom should also be 
covered with bark. Bore the entrance 
hole through one end. Screw a pair oi 
screweyes into the uprights to fasten 
wire hangers to. 


The bird temple in Fig. 9 has a 


baseboard and a roofboard each about 
eight inches square (Fig. 10). Connect 
these with four corner posts set into 
holes bored in both pieces. 
Set the 


base holes an inch in from the corners 
and the roof holes two inches in from 
the corners. 
With the posts driven 


into their holes, cut short pieces oi 
branches, notch their ends and pile 
them up log-cabin fashion to inclose 
the walls. 
You will notice that the 


logs of each tier are shorter than 
those of the tier beneath. 


MAKE SAVORY FRUIT PASTES 


Combination 
of 
Different 
Kinds of 


Fruits Is Excellent—Canned 


Goods Can Be Used. 


Fruit pastes are made from Ihe edi- 


ble portion of fruit which after cook- 
ing hns boon passed through a sieve 
and cooked again until tho excess wa- 
ter is driven off. Only a small amount 
of sugar is required. A combination 
of different kinds of fruit pulp makes 
a 
delightfully flavored paste, but 


peaches alone make a delicious one. 
Canned fruit can also be used to make 
paste. When the pulp Is boiled down 
until very thick, pour it in ^-inch 
layers on marble or glass slabs or on 
a platter. 
Place where there is a 


strong circulation of air and allow the 
paste to dry f°r two or three days. 
When it is sufficiently dry. cut It into 
1-inch squares. Roll in granulated su- 
gar and place again in a draft. Paste 
may be packed in tin boxes, glass jars, 
or paraffin-coated containers. 


PASTRY SHELLS 


Bake pastry in or °n tne OTlt> 


side of muffin pans and fill these 
shells with jam, preserves, or 
well-sweetened 
stewed 
fruit.

After the supper dishes have been 


cleared away, what better fun than 
a game of tennis upon the dlnjng- 
table. 


Probably the only thing that you 


will have to buy is a pair of 4 or 5- 
Inch Iron clamps such as are used 
for curtain-stretcher ends 
(Fig. 3). 


The clamps support the ends of the 
tennis-net (Figs. 1 and 4), for which 
purpose you can find nothing better. 


For the net get a piece of muslin 7 


inches wide by a few inches- shorter 
than the table is wide, or, if you want 
a transparent net, take a piece of cur- 
tain net or mosquito-netting. Turn 
over % inch of both top and bottom 
edges, and sew, to give them body. 
Figure 4 shows how the net is sup- 


thumbscrews up, as shown.

As a general rule, a cheap 
machine is a poor investment, requir- 
ing more attention than a good one and 
wearing out quicker besides, being Itr-s 
dependable. The -value of the machine 
is small compared with that of the 
eggs used during the normal Hie of an 
incubator. 
It is poor economy, there- 


fore, to buy a machine which is not re- 
liable. 
Whenever possible it is well 


to select the kind of incubator that 
has given satisfaction in your neigh- 
borhood, so that you may get the bene- 
fit of the experience oi other operators 
£?ar by. 


Varies With Needs. 


The best size of incubator to buy 


varies with numerous circumstances, 
say poultry specialists of the United 
States 
Department 
of Agriculture. 


•Vbout as much time is required to 
rare for a GO as for a 860-ecg ma- 
chine; it is usually ad\;sal>le to get 
one of at least loO-egg capacity. Spe- 
cial conditions, though, often exist 
which make smaller machines \alu- 
able. 


A small machine is often used in 


•onnection with a larger one, all e-rgs 
being placed in the large machine alter 
the first or second test. Many poultry - 
men be^e that it pajs to ha\e an in- 
cubator large enough to hatch the bulk 
of their stock m two or three hatches, 
so that much time is sa\ed in tending 
to the incubators arid brooders. 
In 


addition the chickens aie more uni- 
form in size than those hatched when 
the incubating period extends over a 
longer time. 


A fair estimate for a poultry farm is 


an incubator of o:>e-egg capacity per 
hen, 
provided that about one-half of 


the flock is to ba renewed yearly and 
no outside hatching is carried on. The 
larger machines co^t le«s in proportion 
to their capacity than the smaller ones. 


Good Results in Cellars. 


Incubators are operated in a great 


variety of places with success. \Mien 
only a few small machines are used 
they are usually located in a room or 
the cellar of the house. A ppeual cel- 
lar or incubator house should be pro- 
vided if the incubator equipment is 
extensive or if mammoth machines are

Many inlubator cellars are 
provided with some system of ventila- 
tion in addition to the windows. This 
Is not always necessary, however. The 
chief point is to keep the air in the 
room fresh. 
Muslin screens on the 


w.ndows provide good ventilation with- 
out draft and at the same time keep 
(he sun from shining on the machines. 
Many incubator cellars have cement 
floors, which are easier than dirt floors 
to keep clean and neat

That balil incidentally was furnished 
by E. A. Melhorn, Bonneauviile ga- 
rage owner, who, it was later raveal- 
ed, had previously fallen a victim to 
Sentz's habit.

Library Officials Doubt If There la 


Genuine Copy of Newspaper of That 


Date in Existence—Forgery Is 


Easily Proven. 


Cnicago. — Perennially and usually 


about this time copies of the most 
noted newspaper forgery of the coun- 
try — the Ulster County Gazette of 
January 4, 1SOO, with its account of 
Washington's funeral—comes to light. 
The only other newspaper imitation of 
the kind that comparer is the duplica- 
tion of the VicKs-burg Citizen, printed 
on wall paper during the siege in 1SG2. 


"I doubt if there is a genuine copy 


of the Ulster County Gazette of that 
date in existence," Edward A. Henry, 
who is in charge of the University of 
Chicago's collection of old newspapers, 
said. "At any rate, 1 have never seen 
one, nor do 1 know of anybody who 
has. 


"Wilberforce Eames of the New 


York public library told me half a 
dozen years ago that he had made the 
most careful examinations of copies 
of the Gazette submitted to him as 
genuine—even to chemical analysis of 
the paper—and had almost come to 
the conclusion that there never 
on original. 


26 Different Editions. 


"At the Library of Congress I was 


told they had 26 different editions. 
The Isevv Yoik public library lists nn.e 
in its latest catalog. We have three, 
each different from the other. 


"I suppose there was once a genu'nc 


Ulster County (Jnzette of the date 
named, from which all these subse- 
quent copies have been made. The fact 
that the Wisconsin State Historical 
society, which has the largest collec- 
tion of old newspapers In the Middle 
West, lists two copies of an Ulster Ga- 
zette for August IS and September 22, 
1804, strengthens this belief. 


"The account of Washington's fun- 


eral is accurate and interesting. No 
fault can he found on that score, al- 
though I think reports of the funeral 
in other papers of the same time are 
In several instances still more strik- 
ing. 


"It may have been that many years 


after the funeral some printer prob- 
ably in the v icinity of New York, for 
Kingston, Ulster county, is on the 
Hudson, thought to produce something 
of Interest to others and profit to him- 
self by making a facsimile 
of 
an 


original account. 
Had he taken a 


pfew 
York 
paper, 
the 
duplication 


could have been Instantly detected and 


perhaps for this reason the obscure 
Ulster county paper was made to 
serve. 


Trick Went Well. 


"The trick evidently went well, and 


perhaps it was this same printer that 
put out many of the subsequent edi- 
tions. 
That is all supposition of 


course, but there is no doubt of the 
multitude of editions. Their genuine- 
ness only an expert can pass on in 
most cases. The test is the paper. 
Most of these copies w ere made before 
1S50, but not early enough to have 
u&ed the line linen rag paper of 1800. 
That soft paper will be good for manj 
hundred yeais yet, while the earliest 
Ulster County Gazette we have is al- 
ready badly discolored. 


"Variations are found in the print- 


ing of the different editions of the 
same date. 
In two of our copies the 


name of the paper IB set in italics; in 
the other it is not. The enterprising 
publisher of the newest of our forger- 
ies added the word 'copyright.'"

the egg whites beaten stiff. Pour into 
a deep plate lined with pastry aud 
bake one hour. 


Fruit Punch. 


Make a sirup of one cupful each of 


sugar and water, cool and add the 
juice of an orange, the Juice of two 
lemons, one-half 
cupful of apricot 


juice, one-fourth cupful each of prune 
and cherry juice; add two quarts of 
water and pieces of ice; garnish with 
cherries. 
This recipe makes two and

gation here recently. 
Practically ev- 


ery city shows a large doorcase as 
compared with the incorrect figures 
of 1918, Tokyo alone being 100,000 less 
than its semi-official figures indicated 


The population of the empire, ac- 


cording to these ngures, which are the 
result of months of labor on the part 
of the bureau officials, Is 77,005,510; 
that of Japan proper, exclusive of 


Korea, Formosa and Saghalien, 55,- 
901,140. 


Both of these figures are less by 


more than a million than the figures 
given in 1918. The population of the 
onipirc. then estimated from a compi- 
lation of old registers, was given at 
78,261,850, or 1,235,846 more than the 
census ot 1920 gives. 
The decrease 


for the Jaivane.se empire, therefore, is 
1.0 per cent. 


Thur Japan, by its first modem 


census, for the 1920 figures are the 
first made along modern lines of In- 
vestigation, fails to bo.ir out its story 
of ever increasing population which is 
literally diivmg the nation to seek 
new lands in Asia find send its im- 
migrants out into the far corners of 
the earth.

"RENIG" 


SED by whist and euchre 
players to signifv a revoke 


or failure to play a card of the 
suit called for, the word "renig" 
is properly 
spelled "renege" 


and is the Old English verb 
meaning to refuse, renounce or 
deny. 
It probably crept into 


whist from the older game of 
"spoil—five" 
which, with its 


variations of "twenty-five" and 
"forty-five" is still played in 
the British army and in many 
parts of Ireland. In this game 
the player is permitted to rents 
(or to deny the suit) when hold- 
ing certain cards. 
Here the 


word retains its original mean- 
ing, 
though its .synonym 
"re- 


voke" is not so easy to trace. 


The word "renege"- is twice 


used by Shakespeare, once in 
"Anthony and Cleopatra" and 
once.in "King Lear" and is oc- 
casionally found in the works 
of other writers of the Sixteenth 
and 
Seventeenth 
centuries. 


Chaucer uses the form reneys, 
evidently from the French ro- 
nier which, in turn, is derived 
from the Latin renegare, the 
root-word of "renegade" and 
other English derivatives.

Causes of Tarnish. 


The tarnish on silver Is sivor sul- 
phide, and is due to the sulphur com- 
pounds in tho air where coal and gas 
are burned, and also In many foods. 
In

bleached and "dyed materials. 


This is the reason silversmiths rare- 
ly, If ever, use white cotton 
flannel 
for their cases of silver. 
Dryness pre- 
vents tarnish somewhat; so camphor, 
which absorbs moisture, Is sometinies 
put into the silver drawer. 
Silver may 
be cleaned by the use of certain pow- 
ders, pastes, and cloths, which clean 
by friction, by boiling It In a strong 
alkaline 
solution, 
or 
by 
a 
process 
known as electrolysis. 


Tho materials which clean by fric- 
tion are whiting, Jewelers* rouge, and 
commercial pastes or powders. 
The 
noncommercial powders are mixed to 
t paste with water, ammonia, or al-

a cleaning mixture, and are convenient 
but sometimes relatively expensive. 


Tho alkaline solution for cleaning 
sliver is made by dissolving four tea- 
spoons borax, three leasfpoons wasJi- 
Ing soda, or t"\vo teaspoons lye (caustic 
iioda) in one Quart water. 
The sil- 
ver is placed In an old kettle or pan, 
covei'ed with this solution, boiled for 
10 minutes, and cooled Jn the water. 


The Electrolytic 
Method. 


One metliod of remuving the tarnish 
from silver by electrolysis Is the fol- 
lowing: 


Fill on enameled or agateware ket- 
tle partly full of water In whlcJi has 
been dissolved one teaspoon of either 
washing soda or baking soda and one 
teaspoon salt to each quart of water. 
Jieat this solution to llie boiling point, 
put In «trips of aluminum or Ijrlght 
Klnc, hdd the lurnlshed silver, and boll 
it. 
TJie silver nmst be covered ^'om- 
pletely by Uie water, and each piece 
must be in contact with the aluminum 
or the zinc, either directly or through 
otiier silver. 
Wlien the tarnish haa 
disappeared the siher should be re- 
moved from the kettle, washed, and 
dried with a clean, soft cloth. 
An 
aluminum kettle may be used, but It 
soon corrodes and must be cleaned, 
as only a clean, bright kettle sen-es 
tho purpose. 
Tho zinc also grows dull 
and tlien Is Jeas active. 
It may be 
cleaned, Jiowever, in water containing 
a little liydroclilorlc (muriatic) 
acid, 
wiilcli is very poisonous and muirt be 
handled with extreme care. 


Silver cleaned either Jn an alkaline 
solution or by electrolysis lacks lus- 
ter, which cleaning by friction gives.

RUSTIC BIRD 
HOUSES. 


The bird cabin in Fig. 1 has a box 
foundatinn. 
Tho 
box 
will 
make 
a 
strong structure and water-tight walls, 
whereas a great deal of chinking and 
rechlnking of tho spaces between the 
logs would be necessary if the box 
were not used. 


A starch box may bo used for the 
sabln'B base. 
Cut the gable ends ^to 


lap and project about an Inch. 
Fig. 3 
shows how to notch the sides of each 
lOft at tho points of crofiRlng, so the 
ends will Interlock. 
At the doorway 
fill in a thin piece of wood bent to ex- 
tend around the opening for jambs to 
butt the short logs against, and tack 
through this frame into the short-log 
ends. 


Cover the roof with pieces of bark 
and fasten a branch along the peak for 
a ridgepole. 
The bird cabin should 
have a rustic post support, as is sug- 
gested in Fig, 1. 


A log about two feet In length is re- 
quired for the house in Fig. 4. A cav- 
ity must be hollowed out In this of the 
form of a woodpecker's hole. 
FIcs. 6 
and 6 show how to do this by tja»^ing 
the log in half lengthwise, then goug- 
ing one-half of the hole out of each 
half. 
After cutting the hole and the 
entrance opening, nail the halves to- 
gether, saw off the top on a slant and 


fit upon tho box ends, and the two 
sides of the roof to fit the gable ends, 
ind fasten all together. 
If the cabin 
la intended for wrens, cut a seven- 
Blghth-inch doorway; if for bluebirds, 
cut a one and one-half-inch doorway. 


Gather slender, straight sticks for 


logs. 
Cut these into elde and end logs 
of the right length, so when laid up 
against the box Nvalls their ends will 
those of the tier 
beneath. 


nail a short board to it for a roof. This 
house may be strapped to a tree trunk. 


The rustic ark in Fig. 7 Is built 
upon a foundation made as shown in 
Fig. 8. Round the tops of the uprights 
and fasten these pieces to the base- 
board an inch from the ends. The rooi 
is made of bark. If possible, strip this 
from a log in one piece. If you cannot 
do this, roof over the framework with 
thin 
wood 
from berry 
boxes, 
then 
fasten pieces of bark upon it. 
The 
ends and the bottom should also be 
covered with bark. 
Bore the entrance 
hole through one end. 
Screw a pair of 
screweyes into the uprights to fasten 
wire hangers to. 


The bird temple in Fig. 9 has a 
baseboard and a roofboard each about 
eight Inches square (Fig. 10). Connect 
these with four corner posts set into 
h(^es bored in both pieces. 
Set the 
bcwe holes an inch in from the corners 
and the roof holes two inches in from 
the corners. 
With the posts driven 
into their holes, cut short pieces oi 
branches, notch their ends and pile 
them up log-cabin fashion to inclose 
the walls.

After the pouUryman has made up 
his mind to buy an incubator, he is 
confronted with the question of niakeK 
and sizes. As a general rule, a.cheap 
machine is a poor investment, requir- 
ing more attention than a gnoü one and 
wearing out quicker besides being kfis 
dependiiblo. The value of the machine 
If small compared with that of the 
eggs used during the normal life of an 
incubator. 
It is poor economy, there- 
fore. Í0 buy a machine which is not re- 
liable. 
AVhenever possible it is well 
to select -the kind of incubator that 
has given siitisfaction in your neigh- 
borliood, so that you may get the bene- 
fit of the experience of other operators 
jyear by. 


Varies With Needs. 


The best size of incubator to buy 
varies with numerous circumstances, 
say poultry specialists of the United 
States 
Department 
of 
Agriculture, 
About as much time is required to 
care for a GO as for a SGO-egg ma- 
chine; it is usually advisable to get 
one of at least 150-egg capa<'ity. Spe- 
cial 
conditions, 
though, 
often 
exist 
which make smaller machines valu- 
able. 


A small machine is often used in 
connection with a larger one, all eggs 
being placed in the large machine after 
the first or second test. Many ])oultry- 
men beiieve that it pays to have an in- 
cubator large enough to hatch the bull; 
of their stock in two or three hatches, 
so that much time, is saved in tending 
to the incubators and brooders. 
In 
addition the chickens are more uni- 
form in sise than those hatched when 
the incubating period extends over a 
longer time. 


A fair estimate for a poultry farm is 
an Incubator of one-egg capacity per 
hen, provided that about one-half of 
the flock is to be renewed yoírly and 
no outside hatching is carried on. The 
larger machines cost less in proportion 
to their capacity than the smaller ones. 


Good Results in Cellars. 


Incubators are operated in a great 
variety of places witii success. \Vhere 
only a few small machines are used 
they are usually located in a room or 
the cellar of the house. A special cel- 
lar or incubator house should be pro- 
vided if tlie incubator equipment is 
extensive or if mammoth machines are

Speeialists say that poisoning cam- 
paigns are among the best weapons 
used against tlie grasshopper. 
From 
time to time reports are sent in, say- 
ing that many birds have fallen vic- 
tim to the poisoned mixtures placed 
for the insects. 
Such charges were 
associated with the gypsy-moth spray- 
ing campaign in New England 
and 
with (he laying cf poisoned mashes 
for cut worms and otlier insects. Care- 
ful 
observation, 
made 
by 
experts, 
shows (hat the bird losses from such 
causes are inslgnifica^u. 
Some birds, 
it is said, are not harmed at all by the 
presence of poison placed for insects 
or vermin; the quail In California 
were not harmed by the baits that 
were set out to kill ground squirrels— 
though the campaign was a general 
one and was conducted with much in- 
tensity. 
In tlie Dakotas a few birds 
succumbed 
to

placed for grasshoppers, but the num- 
ber killed was so slight as to be of 
no consequence, it is said. 


By killing stray cats and chasing 
off unscrupuolus hunters the farmer

It Is important to have a well- 
ventllated room not subject to wide 
variations in temperature. 
If 
built 
abov6 ground the walls should be dou- 
ble and the entire building well in- 
sulated. 


Good results in hatching are secured 
In Incubator cellars and In Incubator 
rooms entirely above ground level, but 
the cellar is more commonly used. In- 
cubators may be operated In buildings 
with single walls, especially in regions 
which have a mild climate, but a well- 
insuiated room is preferable. 


The incubator room or cellar should 
be large enough to allow the attend- 
ant to worlc around' the machines con- 
rsnlently, 
Many in&bator cellars are 
provided with some system of ventila- 
tion in addition to the windows. This 
is not always necessary, however. The 
chief point is to keep the air In the 
room fresh. 
Muslin screens on the 
wjndows provide good ventilation with- 
out draft and at Uie same lime keep 
tlie sun from shining on the machines. 
Many incubator cellars have cement 
flooi's, wjilch are easier than dirt floors 
to keep clean and neat.

"The account of Washington's fun- 
eral is accurate and interesting. No 
fault can be found on that score, al- 
though I think reports of the funeral 
in other papers of the same time are 
Jn several Instances still more strik- 
ing.

Calla.—A strange language, a still 
more puzzling currency and exchange 
rate and a strike of chauiTeurs and 
coach 
drivers 
during 
the 
Atlantic 
fleet's 
visit to Peru did not prevent 
American sailors from
